June (S — Forty- 
nine farmers in 19 different coun- 
ties of the stat<6 are co-operating 
v.'ith the exten.-ion divisinn of the 
College of Agriculture in con- 
ducting variety tests to deter- 
mine the highe -t yielding variety 
of wheat for their sections of the 
state, according to Ralph Kenney, 
crops extension speiiali>t. 

Varieties being grown in the 
tests include Ashland, the pedi- 
greed and high yielding variety 
deve!o[)ed on the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Fxperiment Stati«")n farm 
Currell's Prolific, ^'uica^ter, Kan- 
red, and a local variety, this local 
variety in each case being the one 
that is grown as main crop in 
the field where the test is located. 

Counties in which te.sts are lo- 
cated include Fulton, Ballard, 
Livingston, Critteuflen, Hopkins, 
Webster, Henderson, Muhlen- 
burg, Todd, Warren, Breckin- 
ridge, Hart, Taylor. Marion, 
; Washington, Pulaski, Carroll, 
Campbell and Boyd. 

Chief interest in each of these 
tests is centering around A^h-« 
land whiich has proven to be the 
highest yielding variety of soft 
I wheat ever grown in the state 
Mr. Kenney says. It has yield 
ed an average of two and one- 
half bushels an acre more than 
any other variety. This is the 
seventh year that it has been 
compared with the other varieties 
mentioned, he said. 

Yields of straw as well a'? 
well as grain wil be determined 
in each of the 49 tests of five 
varieties. The results will be 
furnished to coimty agents in or- 
der that all wheat growers in dif- 
ferent sections of the state may 
know the comparative yields 
made by the, various '< varieties. 
Information for counties^ not hav- 
ing county agents will be issued 
from the station, Mr. Kenney 
said.
